HANSON GETS A FALL 


QUT OF RUCKER 


Macon Man Tries Hard To Down the 
Atlanta Negro. 


AFPEALS TO THE PRESIDENT 


But the Latter Sends Him To Confer 
with Hanna. 


HANNA IS STANCH TO THE» NEGRO 


Hanson Wanted the Place for Waiter 
Corbett, Who Must Be Pro- 
vided For. 


Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—This has 
been a red-hot day for the republicans of 
Georgia ard a day of significant events 
and sensations. 

A somewhat spectacular effort to throw 
down Henry Rucker and prevent his ap- 
pointment as collector has been the star 
feature and as a part of it there have been 
combinations and conferences almost with- 
out ceasing. 

Major Hanson figures as the chief per- 
sonege in the effort to overthrow Rucker, 
though the major blandly announced that 
he is not‘ ‘‘against’’ Rucker. 

Walter Corbett is the man whom the ma- 
jor has: endeavored to land In Rucker’s 
stead, and Walter tonight declares he has 
always favored Rucker’s appointment. 

fucker may have occasion to question 
the quality of such friendship—but. here's 
the story: 

Eatly today Major Hanson drove to the 
white house. He saw the President and 
talked with him about the feasibility and 
possibility of inducing Rucker to take the 
place of deputy collector under a white 
man, ‘suggesting Walter Corbett as that 
man, The major argued that col- 
ored men should not be put in the prom- 
inent offices in Georgia and as usual paint- 
ed a beautiful picture of that republican 
party which he expects to build up in the 
state. The president is very fond of Major 
Hanson, but is inclined to smile at this lt- 
tle vagary of his. 

In reply, the Ohto major told the Georgia 
that there was great necessity of 
the colored leaders and refer-

so manifest. He told Major Hanson 
Mr. Hanna was insisting upon Ruck- 
er’s appointment, that the papers had been 
made out and the name would go to the 
senate today. 
Hanson Gets a’ Promise. 

Major Hanson extracted a promise from 
the president that the appointment be held 
up for today that he might Senator 
Hanna. Then he took a strect hack and 
hurried over to the senate chamber. There 
he had an earnest talk with the Ohio 
senator. The major did most of the talk- 
ing. The senator listened. After a while 
the senator did some talking that was very 
much to the point. He said he had urged 
the appointment of Rucker because Rucker 
had been one of the most efficient aids in 
Colonel Buck’s fight for the Georgia delega- 
ion and because he had the strongest kind 
of backing from the business men of At- 
lanta. 

The major suggested that he might be 
able to get Rucker to agree to the combina- 
tion he hed suegested. Senator Hanna said 
thit he would indorse anything that Rucker 
wanted, but tucker must be satisfied. 
With that an arrangement was made fora 
conference at the Arlington at 5 o’clock 
and Major Hanson went off to pave the 
way for. that conference. 

Corbett and Rucker were to-be there. 

At about ten minutes before 5 o'clock 
the first intimation that Rucker had of this 
deal came to him. Then for the first time 
it was suggested to him that the conference 
was to be held. 

Tonight both Hanson and Corbett deny 
that they have been fighting Rucker, and 
yet the evident purpose of somebody was 
to get him to that meeting and catch him 
urawares. 

And that somebody was not Hanna. 

The suggestion astounded Rucker. 

“We want to reach an agreement on the 
collectorship,”” it wes explained. 

“But. we have reached an agreement,” 
protested Rucker. ‘‘You have collectively 
and individually indorsed me for that place 
both .o Mr. Hanna and to the president. 
What does this mean?” 

He could get no satisfactory reply. Then 
he declared that if the president and Mr. 
Hanna cared to ignore him, well and good, 
but no agreement which side tracked him 
could be made with his consent. 

Ccnference Is Held. 

F'rally he said hs would go to the 
lington and he did go, full of fight. 
conference was not of long duration. 
jor Hanson retterated objections to 
negroes in the high places and thought 
the Corbett-Rucker arrangement woulc be 
best for the party: Corbett had little to 
say. Senator Hanna reiterated what he 
had said at the capitol, which wae that 
he would do whatever wag satisfactory to 
Rucker, and Rucker stood squarely on his 
rights as he saw them. He said he be- 
lieved he had a right to the office and he 
would certainly never consent to any ar- 
rangement such as had been suggested. 

Tonight Senator Hanna is at the white 
house. I saw him at the Arlington just 
as he was starting to dine with the pres- 
ident and he explained to me his interest 
in Rucker. 

“Tle was, next to Colonel Buck, tha most 
vatuable man we had in Georgia: next 
to Colonel Buck, he was the man on whom 
I most relied. I shall continue to urge his 
appointment.” 

Later I saw Major Hanson and Walter 
Corbett dining together at the Raleigh. 
While these two gentlemen have all along 
been friends, they havea not been particu- 
larly eciose because of the major’s 
insistence that Walter shall not be 
postmaster at Macon; but tonight 
they seemed particularly close, As 
I have said, both denied that thev were 
fighting Rucker, but reither would give 
any other explanation of the conference 
than that I have given. 

There has been much talk of Corbett 
being deputy collector under Rucker. 

The Macon man will now have to 
good deal of explaining before the 
collector invites him to that position. For 
Rucker is certain to be appointed, and 
while Rucker won’t talk, his friends have 
a good deal to say about the support that 
Corbett has been giving the negro up to 
today and then his sudden appearance in 
the list himself. As for Major Hanson; 
he is impressed with Mr. Hanna’s pow-r.

CAUSE BLOODSHED 


Miners Are Liable Fo-€ollide With 


Deputies Any Minute. 
TROUBLE SEEMS INEVITABLE 


Bands Are Marching on Mines That 
Are Heavily Guarded.

fever heat in local coal miners’ circles to- 
day. The operators were apparently pre- 
paring for any demonstration and before 
nightfall they were convinced that matters 
had taken a serious turn. 

Early in the morning about five hundred 
miners from the Finlayville district march- 
ed upon the Bunola mines on the river and 
succeeded in ‘bringing men at work out. 
Sheriff Lowry of this county has a force 
of deputies ready for duty at a moment's 
notice, and trouble is looed for ‘at any 
time. A march on the Turtle Creek, Plum 
Creek and aSndy Creek mine is expected 
at any time. It was learned from reliable 
authority that such a march was in con- 
templation, but would not take place until 
the latier part of the week. 

At Cannonsburg it was reported that 1,000 
men would march to the Cook mines to- 
night and stay until the diggers came out. 
Sheriff Clark, of Washington county, was 
on hand with a large number of deputies 
and trouble was expected if the strikers at- 
tempted to force the men to quit work. 

The miners’ leaders continue at work in 
an effort to get the miners in the Connells- 
ville coke region out, but dispatches from 
Uniontown an@ Dunbar indicates that they 
are meeting with poor success. A Union- 
town dispatch says the leaders are very 
much disheartened and admit privately that 
they have failed to create any strike sym- 
pathy. The Red Stone miners, it is claimed, 
will be back next week. Dunbar dispatches

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DID FARM HANDS 
KIDNAP THE BOY? 


Robert Farthin Is Missing and Can't 
Be Found. 


DETECTIVES MAKE ARRESTS 


John Gilnere and Frank Moore Are 
Held by the Detectives. 


PAISONERS SAY THE LAD I$ ALL RIGHT 


They Charge That His Uncle Was Cruel. 
and the Boy Left To Go to His 
Mother in Virginia. 


Robert Farthin, a fourteen-year-old white 
bay, disappeared yesterday morning from 
the home of his unele, Mr. F. C. Powers, 
who runs a truck farm on the McDonough 
road, near Lakewood, and last night John 
H. Gilvere, aged twenty-seven years, and 
Frank Moore, aged sixteen years, were 
arrested for kidnaping him. 

The home of the boy ts In Lightfoot, Va., 
where his mother resides, but he has been 
stopping for some time at the farm of his 
uncle. He was a general favorite around 
the place, and yesterday morning when he 
disappeared his uncle and the rest of the 
family did all in their power to discover his 
whereabouts. 

The police department was communicated 
with and the detectives were put to work 
on the case. The detectives struck a clew 
which led them to believe that Robert 
Farthin had been kidnaped and this phase 
of the case was worked. Soon evidence 
which pointed to the guilt of Gilvere and 
Moore was discovered and last night Cap- 
tain Slaughter and Detectives Looney, Wai- 
ton and Conn, went to the boarding house 
of the two men at 15 East Mitchell street, 
and arrested them. 

The men were sent to the barracks and 
given a cell, while the charge of kidnap- 
ing was entered against them. They pro- 
fess entire ignorance of the matter. Gil- 
vere comes from Illinois and Moore from 
Cincinnati. They both came here at the 
same time, secured work on the same farm 
and they became very intimate with each 
other, both took the part of the boy, whom 
they claim was being ill-treated by his 
uncle; both left at the same time and they 
were at the same boarding house when 
they were arrested last night. They were 
unacquainted with each other when they 
came to the city. 

The detectives believe the two men are 
guilty of the charge and they are now at 
work to substantiate i. 

Prisoners Talk Freely. 

The story of the disappearance of the 
boy as told by the two men differs some- 
What from that told by the .detectives. 
They claim that they have acted the part 
of the goo@ samaritar throughout the en- 
tire affair. 

According to their story Robert Farthin 
was the victim of an avaricious uncle, who 
made him do the work of a man, and gave 
him in return only food and clothes. This 
they say is the reason why the boy is gone, 
and they claim he has left of his own voli- 
tion and at the wish of his mother. 

Gilvere, the elder, did the talking. Gil- 
vere said: “I came from  tIilinols four 
months ago and Frank here came from Cin- 
cinnati at the same time. Both of us se- 
cured work at the Powers farm, he as feed 
boy and I as a farm hand. 

“We became acquainted with the family, 
Robert Farthin included, and saw that he 
was being ill-treated. He was doing the 
work of a man and was receiving in return 
only such clothes as were necessary to pro- 
tect him, and meals. Well, a short 
time ago the boy told me that he wanted 
to return to his home, but said that his 
uncle was forcibly holding him. He told me 
that he wonld write to his mother, who is 
in Virginia, and I told him to do so. 

The Letter from His Moctuer. 

“In the course of a few days a letter 
came addressed to me, saying that Robert 
must return home at once. Inclosed in 
this letter was another addressed to Rob- 
ert, which he opened in my presence and 
which contained a _ ten-dollar bill. Now, 
this is all I know about the case. The last 
time I saw the boy was this morning, 
when I met him on Trinity avenue and 
gave him the letter. 

‘“‘Robert’s mother’s name !s Mrs. 
Farthin and she lives in Lightfoot, Va., 
and I hope and believe that the boy is 
on his way there now. We had a dis- 
agreement with Powers yesterday morn- 
ing and left him, and I suppose that is 
the reason why he thinks we had a hand 
in fe loss to him of the boy.” 

Gilvere had in his pocket a letter ad- 
dressed to him from Lightfoot, Va., but 
the date was so illegible that it was im= 
possible to read it. The Powers family is 
prostrated over the disappearance of young 
Robert Farthin and every effort will be 
made to locate him in case the story of 
the two men now arrested proves to be 
untrue,

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CONSPIRATORS ARE ON TRIAL 


Husbend Charged with Conspiracy To 
Ruin His Wife’s Character. 
Norfolk, Va., July 22.—The trial of Joseph 
Cannon, DB. Guy Hall and William Smith 
for conspiracy to ruin the character of 
Cannon's wife in order to manufacture 
evidence to be used in divorce proceedings 
was resumed before Judge Tomlin this 

morning. 

A sensation was sprung at the opening 
of the session by the surrender of Hall 
by his bondsmen.

OSCAR WILLIAMS 


Negro Taken From Train in Broad 
Daylight 


WAS SWUNG UP AT GRIFFIN 


Officers Were Bringing Prisoner To At 
lanta for Safe Keeping, 


BIB COUNTY JAIL WAS THREATENED 


Mob Was Forming Near Macon, and 
Williams Was Brought Out of 
Danger in One Place To Meet 
a Horrible Death at 
Another. 


Griffin, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—Oscai 
Williams, the Clayton county negro, aseail- 
ant of the little Campbell girl, met his 
death here this morning at the hands of 
a mob numbering between 300 and 400. 

It had been predicted time and time 
again, that if Williams was ever brought 
to Griffin he would be lynched. 

The lynching was completed quickly, and 
after it was over the men dispersed with 
little show of excitement. 

Willlams was taken from 
# und Central train at twenty minutes 
past 6 o’clock this morning and death, 
swift and terrible, given him in less than 
twenty minutes. He was on his way from 
Macon to Atlanta for safe Keeping, as the 
authorities were convinced that if he stay- 
ed in the former place he would be lynch- 
ed, and that, too, with a vast amount of 
loodshed. Therefore, at the first intima- 
tion of real danger, he was placed on 
board the first outgoing train. 

In fleeing from one mob he ean into the 
arms of another, not quite so large, but 
just as determined, 

In some way—it cannot be definitely 
learned how—the news that he was on the 
6 o'clock train became known, and long 
before it was due the lynechers had made 
their plans and were ready to execute 
them, and when the train rolled up to the 
depot no less than fifty determined men 
were there to meet it and search it for 
Williams. As it stopped tt was boarded 
and the search began. At first they .were 
unsucceseful, but at last an old man gave 
them the cue and they made a dash for 
the closet. Before the door stood a big, 
burly deputy sheriff, but he was powerless 
to resist that mob. They laid hold on him 
and swept, with him and his prisoner, out 
of the door, down the steps and onto the 
ground before he could breathe a second 
time.. He attempted to remonstrate, but 
three strapping men held him back while 
the others hurried the prisoner away. 

Deputy Sheriff Herrington and his as- 
sistant did their duty and gave the negro 
what protection they could. {it was done 
quickly that he hardly had time to 
think before he found himself in the hands 
of the lynchers. Besides the men who 
composed that mob were there for business 
and they dlidn’t intend to let anything or 
anybody interfere with the consummation 
of their intentions. 

There Was No Delay in This. 

As soon-as Williams first touched the 
ground his march to death began. No 
time was wasted in arranging details or 
waiting for a gathering crowd. Out Broad 
street, the railroad, up the hill by 
the Episcopal church the procession took 
its hurried way. As it went along it gath- 
ed in numbers, for the news of the in- 
tended lynching spread ‘ike wild fire. Still 
there was no boisterousness and no ap- 
parent disorder. 

The negro was !n front between two de- 
termined men while close behind him were 
others who were pushing him along. He 
was too frightened to talk and the people 
were In too big a hurry to listen to any- 
thing he had to say. 

Grimly silent this terrible procession 
wended its way swiftly elong the street. 
Women and children rushed to the doors 
as they passed, wondering what it was all 
about, but receiving no intimation from 
those who passed. 

Away behind foilowed a party of negroes 
bent on seeing the terrible work aceom- 
plished. Some of those fm front went back 
and warned them off. They all heeded, 
save one. He perelsted tn going any way. 
until some one stuck a pistol in his face 
and told him to take his choice of going 
or being carried back. Hie decided he 
would rather go, and he went in double 
time. 

Just before reaching the city limits Broad 
street dips sharply to a small branch, ana 
then rises gradually on what is Known as 
Skippers hill. The crowd Kept on up the 
hill until it reached a line of bushes ana 
trees that marks the line between the 
Yorder and Shattuck places. Here they 
turned sharply to the left, going down the 
line about one hundred and “fifty yards 
to a clump of trees, the lergest of which 
is a b.g redoak. 

On the way out some one had gathered a 
convenient rope from some wayside well, 
and it was this that they placed about 
the brutes neck. 

No time to pray, no time for anything, 
save a confirmation from his own lips thar 
he was guiity of the crime. Within fif- 
teen minutes his body was swinging in the 
air from a iimb of the big reaoak, while 
his body was being filled with lead. 


Literally Loaded with Lead. 

Not iess than a thousand shots were 
fired at the body, and it may be more. The 
fusillade sounded lke of the sham 
battles out at Camp Northen, and the rat- 
tie of firearrns gave the vast majority of 
Griffin's citizens their first intimation that 
anything of the kind was going on. The

Report Finally Says That the Freedom 
of the Press Must Not Be Tam- 
pered With—Neither Must 
Sugar Speculations of 
Senators. 


Washington, July 22.—Senator Jones, of | 
Nevada, chairman of the committee on | 
contingent expenses, today submitted to | 


@the senate the report of that committee 
on the resolution introduced by Senator 
Ti.lman for an investigation of the charges 
of speculating in sugar, stocks, etc. 

The report takes a strong position 
against ordering the investigation and is 
a very exhaustive review of the procedure. 
of the senate in the past in such matters. 

The report takes the position, that aside 
from the names of the newspaper men 
themselves only the nam of Senator 
Smith, of New Jersey, is mentioned in the 
newspapers making the charges on which 
the resolution was based. The position is 
taken that the newspaper men do not 
count “inasmuch as those gentlemen do 
not profess to write from knowledge and 
usually, if not always, decline to disclose 
the sources of their information.” 


With reference to Senator Smith, the 
report says: 
“Here is a@ newspaper charge made 


against a senator of the United States 
without any averment of personal knowl- 
edge on the part of the writer and without 
the slightest particle of evidence to sus- 
tain it—not even as much as would war- 
tant a justice of the peace in summoning 
witnesses to determine the truth of a 
complaint by one citizen against another 
with reference to the most trifling incident 
of every-day life. It is the bold and naked 
assertion of a man who does not profess 
or pretend to have any Knowledge what- 
ever of the alleged fact of which he writes. 
On the other hand we have a definite, ex- 
plicit and absolute denial of the charge 
from the senator affected—a denial public- 
ly made from his place in the senate, upon 
the responsibility of hig position as‘a sen- 
ator of the United States.” 
Insinuations, Guesses and Inferences. 
As to the clause of the resolution which 
charges that ‘‘brokers in New York knew 
in advance as to what the finance commit- 
tee wouid report as to the sugar schedule,”’ 
the committee say they can find in the 
newspaper clippings presented in support 
of thé proposed inquiry ‘‘nothing but in- 
definite allusions, insinuations, guesses and 
inferences drawn by correspondents from 
hearsay statements, and the hearsay some- 
times several degrees removed. Many of 
their expressions indicate the flimsiness of}

The mob so far as I 
could tell was made up of from seventy- 
five to a hundred men. They appeared to 
me to belong to the most intelligent class 
of people, and I never saw a more deter- 
mined mob. They were quick and orderly. 
The people of Griffin say the mob was not 
made up of citizens of that town, but that 
they came from the country. I did not 
recogn'ze more than ene man. Williams 
dd not speak a word that I heard. He 
was silent when he was taken from the 
car, and when next I saw him he was

WANT THE GOVERNOR 


The Chief Executive Was in Great De- 
mand Yesterday. 


HE WAS NOT TO BE REACHED 


Citizens Wanted To Lay Lynchings 
Before Him. 


THE RYDER AND WILLIAMS CASES UP 


He Will Be Asked To Offer Rewards 
for the Lynchers in Both 
Cases. 


Governor Atkinson was a muchly wanted 
man yesterday. From early -norning until 
late in the afternoon the executive cham- 
bers in the state capitol were besieged with 
visitors, and Major Callaway, the govern- 
or’s private secretary, was kept busy ex- 
plaining the absence of his superior. Most 
of fhe visitors came to find out what action 
Governor Atkinson proposed to take in 
reference to the recent lynchings in the 
state and a large number of friends of the 
Myder family came to petition him to offer 
without further delay a reward for infor- 
mation which would lead to the identity of 
the men who lynched Dr. W. L. Ryder in 
Talbot county last Monday night. 

Major Callaway did not tell just where 
Governor Atkinson was, but said that he 
was out of town taking a much needed 
rest. Several telegrams were sent to him 
at Tate Spring, but it was reported later 
that he had gone to Cureton Springs, near 
Newnan, to attend a famous annual barbe- 
cue at that place and to spend a day with 
his old friends and neighbors in that vicin- 
ity. The governor is not in very good health 
ond there is no doubt that he needs a rest. 
but it is most unfortunate that he should 
be absent at this particular time when there. 
are so many affairs of importance requiring 
his attention. 

Dr. Charles Ryder and Professor R. A. 
Ryder told The Constitution correspondent 
at Talbotton last Tuesday that they would 
call upon the governor yesterday to talk 
with him about securing state aid in bring- 
ing the Talbot county lynchers to justice. 
But neither of them appeared at the state 
capitol. ‘There {ts good reason to believe, 
however, that they are in town and that 
Colonel DuPont Guerry, the well-known at- 
torney,. who represented Dr. Ryder at his 
trial and who delivered an oration over 
his grave, was with them. It is supposed 
that they sent messengers to locate the 
governor and did not put in an appearance 
themselves in order to avoid the newspa- 
per men who were in waiting for them all 
day long. 

Messages from Talhotton show that there 
is much interest felt there as to whet the 
eovernor will do and numerous telecrams 
of inquiry arrived yesterday. They were not 
answered because no one was in a position 
to reply ‘with any degree of authority. At- 
torney General Terrell said to a Constitu- 
tion reporter last night: 

“IT understand that the eovernor ts giving 
close attention to such evidence as he has 
been able to secure regarding the Ryder 
lynching and that he is making as thorough 
an investigation as is possible on his own 
account [into the clrcumstances surround- 
ing it. Just what he will do T am not able 
to say, but there {s no doubt thaf he will 
leave no stone rnturned to bring the gullty 
parties to justice. 

“I do not think that he has as vet met 


any of the Ryder family or knows what. 
their intentions are, but the state will un- | 


questionably act with them in their efforts 
to secure the desired information. As to the 
Wiiliams lynching at Griffin this morning, 
I am unable to speak, for I know nothing 
about it.” 

Every one in the state capitol talked of 
the alleged plans of the mob at Macon to 
wreck the Bibb county jail and Ivnch Mrs. 
Nobles and Gus Fambles, Tom Allen and 
Oscar Williams. They accepted the story 
as true and debated the question whether 
Sheriff Wescott had adopted the best course 
in sending Williams to Atlanta. The gener- 
al belief was that the militia could have 
protected the jail against the mob, but 
there were others who held that it was 
better for Williams to have been lynched 
than for’ the people of Bibb county to 
spend all of last night in trying to kill 
each other. There is no hope of any result 
from an investigation as to the identity of 
the Griffin mob which killed the negro ‘and 
state officials know it. 

The brothers of Dr. Ryder will remain in 
Atlanta until Governor Atkinson returns,

“One of the passengers remarked after 
we had left Griffin that if he had been the 
conductor he would not have allowed the 
mob to take the prisoner off of the train. 
This was foolish, however. for it would 
unreasonable for any one to 
try to stop them, as that was perfectly 


useless. The crowd did not make much 
fuss, but it was easy to see that they 
were determined, and if any resistance 


had been made it would have resulted in 
some one getting killed. Some of the ladies 
on the train were very much frightened,

“The sheriff did not tell me who his 
prisoner was, and I never thought about it 
being Willlams. If he had let me know 
that he was expectirg a mob I might have 
hidden the negrointhe baggage car or the 
sleeper, so that no one could find him, but 
I did not know who it was unt!! after the 
mob had him.” : 


KENTUCKY HAS A LYNCHING 
Negro Is Strung Up by a Mob at Mad- 
isonville. 

Madisonville, Ky., July 22.—The body of 
Ephraim Brinkley, who lives seven miles 
from this city, was found dangling from a 
iimb of a tree near his home this morning. 

He had been lynched during the early 
morning by a mob of about forty citizens, 


who determined to put an end to his ex- 


istence on general principles. Severa! 
weeks ago Thomas Croulllas, a well-to-de 
citizen of the neighborhood, was assas- 
sinated. 

Brinkley was suspected on account of his 
evil reputation, but no proof could be found 
to connect him with the crime. 

It is supposed that because of his gener- 
al bad character and to prevent a recur- 
rence of such killings as that of Croullias, 
Brinkley was lynched.

I am not able 
to distinguish as a matter of prinetple be- 
tween the republican proposition to favor 
the manufacturers by increasing the taxes 
of all other elasses for their benefit and 
this other proposition to faver them by re- 
mitting their taxes. The object of each ig 
to increase the profits of the manufacturer, 
and one accomplishes it by allowing an 
advantage in the sale of goods, while the 


other accomplishes it by allowing an ada- 
vantage in the purchase of materials; but 
each {s equally a spetial privilege, ana 


each must always be aqually objectionable 
to men who believe in the sacred principle 
of equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none. [ am opposed to republican pro- 
tection, because it discriminates between 
American citizens, giving to the one who 
sells ancunjust advantage over the one. who 


buys, and I am opposed to this’ modern 
theory of free raw materials, because it 
discriminates between American citizens 


giving to tie one who buys an unjust ad- 
vantage over the one who sells. 

That this free raw material doctrine 
was but a scheme by which the protect- 
ed inierests sought to eommit the de- 
mocracy to advocacy of a protective tar- 
iff, is certain, in view of the history 
which has been brought to light. 

Who wanted this raw material? The 
protected interests. 

Why did they want it? As a club 
with which to beat down the prié¢és of

the gold output of the United States 
has been steadily increasing for the past 
few years. In discusing these figures, 
The Cleveland Plain Dealer, one of the 
stoutest advocates of free coinage in 
the country, although published in Mark 
Hanna’s home town, argues that provi- 
dence is clearly opening up the way to 
universal bimetallism, Says the Cleve- 
land paper further: 

What becomes of the oft-repeated argu- 
ment of the overproduction of silver? It Is 
very probable that the production of gold 
for the next ten years will be $30,000,000 per 
year greater than the production of silver 
and perhaps fifty millions. This may be 
the best argument possible for the free 
coinage of silver. May it not be that the 
sound money saints will want to put silver 
as the standard if it becomes dearer than 
gold? 

In connection with the figures cited by 
the director of the geological survey, 
the recent gold discoveries in Alaska 
should be taken into consideration. If 
gold and silver do not already exist in 
the ratio of 16 to 1, it is evident that 
nature is unlocking her storehouses in 
order to leave no doubt as to the exact- 
itude of this time-honored parity.

THE STATE PRESS ON 
THE RYDER LYNCHING 


From The Savamnah, Ga., News. 

It sometimes occurs that a lynching can 
be explained in such manner as to car- 
ry the responsibility for the occurrence 
beyond, but not excusing, the lynchers 
themselves, 

The Ryder lynching may be considered 
a case in point. Im a measure the respon- 
sibility goes back ta the practice of the 
courts. Dr. Ryder committed cold-blooded 
murder upon the person of an estimable 
young lady, whose only offense was that 
she was lovable and lovely. It seems that 
Dr. Ryder was infatuated with her. Be- 
cause she did not reciprocate his senti- 
ments he blew her brains out in the par- 
lor of a friend's house, while she, all un- 
suspecting, was engaged in pleasant con- 
versation with a visitor. The affair was 
s0 open that there was never for a mo- 
ment a suggestion of doubt as to Dr. Ry- 
der’s guilt. He was brought to trial, and 


after a hard-fought legal battle, was con- 


victed and sentenced to be hanged. Then 
began the usual contest for saving the 
life of the condemned through techmicali- 
tles. The case was taken to the supreme 
court and a new trial secured. A called 
term of the lower court was convened for 
the. purpose of hearing the case. There 
were presented certain reasons why the 
trial should go over until another term 
of the court, and a continuance was grant- 
ed. The delay of justice and the probable 
final escape of the accused through a 
loophole of the law, exasperated the peo- 
ple to an extraordinary degree, and they 
took the law into their own hands. 

It thus appears that the lynching of Dr. 
Ryder was not brought about by momen- 
tary excitement. His crime was committed 
more than fifteen months ago. There was 
a long and patient wait upom the ma- 
chinery of the law. The people were will- 
ing that the law should take its course. 
Finally, however, they became impatient 
ard desperate. They noted the law’s de- 
lays and the gradual eradication by time 
of the evidence against accused. It 
is a well known fact that the longer the 
time between the crime and the trial, the 
harder it is to secure a comviction. We do 
not suggest that there was anything of 
the kind in this case, but in some cases 
lawyers purposely delay trials in order 
that witnesses may die move out of 
the reach of the courts, 

While we have not a word to say in 
mitigation of the crime of the lynchers of 
Ryder, we feel justified in saying that one 
of the principal causes of the lynching 
was the shaking of confidence in the 
ability of the courts to mete out prompt 
and proper punishment for crimes of 
viclence. And the incident of the lynch- 
ing we think is a powerful argument in 
support of our contention, and the opinion 
of the Georgia Bar Association that there 
needs to be a revision of the rules of 
practice in the courts by which. there 
may be more speedy trials with greater 
prospects of convictions and the carrying 
out of the judgment of the courts, °

It is generally admitted, we think, even 
by those who do not approve of the lynch- 
ing, that the execution of Dr. Ryder by a 
Talbot county mob, more strongly empha- 
sizes the need for some sort of reform 
in our criminal practice than any lynch- 
ing that has occurred in this state. 

It cannot be charged that the lynching 
wns due to the inflamed condition of the 


public mind, because there Was no ex- 
citement of any kind attending it. On the 
contrary, it was entirely deliberate, and 


public sentimemt in the community in 
which it occurred justifies the act. 

It differs also from other affairs of this 
nature in that the people gave the court 
every opportunity to punish the criminal, 
or at least to dispose of the case in a 
regular manner. The people had been in- 
tensely conservative in dealing with Dr. 
Ryder. They attempted no violence when 
it was seem that the courts had undertaken 
to dispose of the case. They waited pa- 
tiently for nearly a year and a half, and 
only rebelled when, upon another con- 
tinuarce of the case being granted, they 
began to suspect that justice was being 
trifled with, 

For these reasons the lynching cam be 
attributed: to no other cause than the 
law’s delay. It emphasizes, as we have 
said, the need for some sort of reform. 

We entertain no prejudices whatever 
against lawyers as a class, and we admire 
the lawyer who stands by his cltent to 
the last ditch, but we are forced to sus- 
pect that the trouble, after all, lies with 
the lawyers themselves. 

In the first place, 
been pointed out, they are more largely 
responsible for the laws we have than 
are amy other class of citizens. They us- 
ually dominate our state legislature, and 
certainly they either suggest or shape 
every law affecting criminal and civil prac- 
tice, for they form the judiciary com- 
mittee which must pass upon bills of this 
nature, Therefore, if there are defects 
in the law, they are In a better position 
to know of them and to correct them. 

Again, they constitute our superior and 
supreme benches, and it fs the latter body, 
at last, that must imterpret the law. And 
it is this body that is mainly responsible 
for the defeat of law and justice by tech- 
nicalities which have no substantial bear- 
ing on the guilt or innocence of the pris- 
oners. Instead of striving to see that jus- 
tice is done and that a case is tried on 
its merits, the supreme court, almost in- 
vanably, accepts ome single error, wheth- 
er it affects the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant or not, as sufficient grounds for 
a new trial.

be found. On this flimsy pretext the su- 
preme cdurt set aside the verdict, made 
our courts and the administration of law 
ridiculous and granted the convicted man 
a mew trial. The case was again called 
last Monday and the prisoner’s counsel 
asked for another continuance upon the 
ground that one of his lawyers was sick 
and unable to attend, and the judge again 
put. off the case.. Think of it, four of 
his counsel were presemt and only one 
was unable to be there. Yet the judge 
that the plea required granting @ 
continuance. If that ruling be correct, all 
that is necessary henceforth for a mur- 
derer to do to avoid coming to trial will 
be to employ a sufficlently large number 
of lawyers to assure of one of them being 
sick when the case is called in court. Sick- 
ly lawyers and lawyers who are comfirmed 
invalids to an extent to prevent earning 
bona fide fees will be in demand, and their 
very disabilities will facilitate their earn- 
ings of large fees in extreme cases. 

It was very evident in Dr. Ryder’s case 
that, as is done with all murderers in 
yeorgia who have momey and friends, he 
would never be punished as the law di- 
rects for the crime he had committed. The 
outraged people took the law into thetr 
own hands and administered justice which 
the courts refused, 

They did right. 

There are other cases now pending tn 
the courts where it appears that if justice 
is ever done Judge Lynch will have to ad- 
minister it.

Consolidated Power House and Plant In- 
spected by Prominent Men. 


DELIGHTFUL VISIT YESTERDAY 


Wonders of the Electric Power House 
Explained by Road’s Officers 


ELEGANT LUNCKEON SERVED FOR VISITORS 


Several Dozen Prominent Officials 
and Citizens Entertained by Pres- 
ident Hurt and Officers. 


The Atlanta Consolidated Street Ratlway 
Company entertained the city council and 
city officials and members of the several 
city boards at its powerhouss gna plant 
near Pcnce de Leon springs at noun yester- 
day. : ( 

Three or fovr dozen prominent officials 
and citizens accepted the invitation of the 
company to visit the plant, and several 
hours were pleasantly spent inspecting the 
{mirense property: of thé company. The 
visit was an instructive one to the visitors, 
ani the workings of the establishment were 
‘fully explained to them. 

The party went out on the herds«c me and 
cool summer cars of the Consolidated, the 
“Three Fiionds’’ and the “Dauntless.’’ The 
cars left the city hall at noon in charge of 
President Eurt. Vice President and Generul 


‘ Manager Woodruff; Superintendent H. N. 


Hurt and other officials of the company. 
The visitors were well cared for by the 
Consolidated officials, and they were given 
a vote of thanks for the hospitality and 
pleasure afforded the visitors. 

The route of the special cars took the 
party out Peachtree to Fourteenth street 
end through the exposition grounds across 
the lake to the big plant on the Southern 
railway. Arriving at the plant, the party 
were first shown through the immense 
boiler room of the powerhouse. Mr. Hurt, 
Mr. Woodruff and Engineer Elliott ex- 
plained the wonders of this house, and 
some time was spent in it. Leaving the 
seething boiler room,* the visitors were 
shown the electric condensers and then 
escorted into the machinery room where 
the Dig generators and ergines make power 
to run the’dozens of cars operated by the 
company. 


In the Big Power House. 


The visitors were loud in their praises of 
this room. The big engine known as No. l 
was running, supplying the trolley wires 
with an average of about 1.000-horse power 
of electricity. The dig fly wheel and the 
generator were closely inspected as they 
made hundreds of revolutions per minute, 
and the officials explained the scientific 
wonders of the machinery. In the room 
there are four engines. numberéd one to 
four. Big No. 1 supplies ample force to 
run all the cars of the company ordinarily, 
but when a great many extra cars are run, 
another engine is started up to increase the 
power. The, intricate switchboard, the 
lightning arresters and everything of in- 
terest in the powerhouse was explained to 
the attentive visitors. 

A visit was next made to the water tank 
ani the cooling house, and the creosoting 
plant was inspected and its workings ex- 
plaired. The latter proved an interesting 
place for the councilmen. who are very 
much interested just at this time in the 
eubject of creosoting wood. The company 
creosotes its rail ties, and the process was 


‘explained fully. 


Luncheon in the Carshed. 


The visitors were shown other parts of 
the big plant and then taken to the carshed 
on the hill, where an elegant luncheon was 
spread on a long table. By this time the 
visitors were hungry, and they relished the 
delicacies spread before them. The Dill con- 
sisted of barbecued chicken, sardwiches, 
tcmatoes, pickles, beer and o‘ner things 


calculated to tickle the palate of the aver-. 


During the 
luncheon Photographer Edwards photo- 
graphed the crowd, and many prominent 
dignitaries who would never be suspected 
of partaking of refreshments of the kind 
served were caught in the act by the keen- 
sighted instrument.

BRAZIUS FAILURE. 


————————————— 


The Government Is Tired of Operat- 
ing the Roads. 

The government of Brazil undertook to 
operate all the railroads a few years ago. 
The country has 14,000 miles of line or not 
quite three times as many miles as Georgia 
has. Some of the roads had been making 
a good dividend before the government took 
hold of them. Gross earnings remained 
about the same under government own- 
ership, but the net earnings fell off stead- 
fly and the government had to put up mon- 
ey to keep them going. 

Now Brazil offers to lease the whole sys- 
tem for fifty years for $70,000,000 or $1,400,000 
annual rental. In addition, the taxes would 
have to be paid. This rental would be only 
three and a half times the rental which is 
paid to the state of Georgia for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. That is the Brazilian 
government is so anxious to get the roads 
off its hands that it will lease the entire 
14.000 miles for only three and a half times 
the rental which Georgia gets for 138 miles. 
Georgia gets as much rental for one mile 
as Brazil asks for thirty miles. Georgia 
gets $3,000 a mile while Brazil is offering her 
roads for $100 a mile. 

Herr Krupp, the German gun manufac- 
turer, at the head of one syndicate, and 
some English bankers are at the head of 
another. made informal offers. The bids did 
not comply with the terms required by the 
government and were not considered. The 
Brazil Central railroad which used to de- 
clare 9 per cent dividend, has been costing 
the government from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000 a 
year more than it earned, The government's 
attempt at management of the railways 
was a costly failure. 


LEGITIMATE ADVERTISING. 


Roads in the Central Freight s«ssoci- 
ation Will Cut Down Their List. 

The railroads in the Central Freight As- 
cociation have decided to confine their ad- 
vertising to standard newspapers, maga- 
zines and the usual pamphiets of their own 
issue. They will Wiscontinue advertising in 
theater and baseball programmes, drop the 
circulars and Special class publications, 
prospectuses and circulars issued by mer- 
cantile firms, trade organizations and 
arusement companies. The use of such 
channels of advertising by the freight de- 
partmeht’ whether, paid for tn cash or 
transportation or iff part by each, shall be 
regarded as equivalent to an unauthorized 
reduction of the published rates. 

Purchases by railroad companies of tick- 
ets of societies, clubs, local, state or nation- 
al associations, or donations or contribu- 
tions to such organizations through com- 
mittees or individuals tn any form or to 
any extent, are to be treated as irregular 
and are to be discontinued.

B. F. Egan, of Des Moines, and J. Kelly, 
of Chicago. They will be assigned to other 
duties. .

Randsburg 
is a gold camp in southern California, al- 
most as rich as the Klondyke field.

SHOT AT WATSON 


Makes Answer to the Georgian’s Rough 
Editorial, 


TARHEEL TALKS RIGHT OUT 


Declares That the Late Nominee Js 
Not Worth Consideration. 


SAYS HE I$ WORKING FOR THE TRUSTS 


Populist Chairman Roasts the Man 
Who Wanted To Be Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—‘I do 
not care to be drawn into a controversy 
with a man who pretends to be a populist 
and yet says he could have elected Bryan 
last November, but would not,’’ declared 
Senator Butler, of North Carolina, when I 
asked him today for his views on Tom 
Watson's recent editorial, the greater part 
of which was devoted to a hot roast of Sen- 
ator Butler himself. 

“I do not think such a person is at all 
worthy of serious consideration,”” added 
the senator. ‘‘Certainly he deserves no 
consideration as a representative of the peo- 
ple or of the people’s interests. At a time 
when the trusts and monopolies were com- 
bined in opposition to Bryan, when all of 
them were linked together in their support 
of McKinley, for any man to have contrib- 
uted to the success of the candidate of the 
money power and trusts, certainly places 
him beyond consideration as a true popu- 
list. Yet Mr. Watson says that by an act 
on his part Bryan would have been elected. 

“The situation now is lke it was then— 
the trusts and combines are linked together 
to crush down the people. The populist par- 
ty is on the side of the people. The man, 
or the men, who. contribute to the success 
of the enemies of the people cannot claim 
recognition as having any rights in the 
populist party. 

‘‘There is just one point on which I care 
to take issue with Mr. Watson,’’ added the 
populist national chairman. ‘He says the 
party is disintegrating—that it is falling to 
pieces. There must be something radically 
wrong with Mr. Watson's viston. Nothing 
like the disintegrating process he pictures 
is taking place at all. It is not the first 
case of a man imagining neighbors to be 
suffering from some ailment when he {ts in 
fact the sole sufferer. Mr. Watson's vis- 
ion, or his judgement, is certainly awry— 
perhaps both. The populist party is in bet- 
ter shape teday than it ever has been. Per- 
haps this may be due to the loss of some 
of the men who, under the guise of popu- 
lism, aided McKinley last year: but from 
whatever cause, the fact remains that the 
party is better. and stronger, and more a 
factor in the politics of the country at large 
than it ever was—despite the gloomy pic- 
ture painted by Mr. Watson.”’ 

The Object Lesson of Sugar. 

The country is being treated to an object 
lesson shawing thereffect of republican 
tariff legislation. 

Immediately on the announcement of 
conference agreement on the sugar scedule, 
there is a wild scranible on the stock ex- 
changes to secure shares in the sugar trust, 
whose stock is made more valuable by the 
legislation enacted, ana coincident with 
this rise comes an advante in the price of 
sugar to the consumers. 

With a flare of trumpets republicans an- 
nounced that the house conferees had won 
and the “sugar trust had been downed.” 
The experts in the pay of the trust at once 
began figuring it out that a great victory 
had been won for the people, and Mr. 
Dingley and his associates put up a large 
amount of talk in their endeavor to make 


‘the people believe that these stories of vie- 


tory were true. 

Even if it were true that the house sche- 
dule in its entirety had been adopted, 
that would signify nothing of imterest to 
the people. But the fact is that there 
wcre several very material changes made 
under senate dictation and the net result 
is a schedule of great value to the holders 
of stock im the American Sugar Refining 
Company, which is the sugar trust. 

In short, the trust gets everything. It 
may be that the senate schedule was a 
little more favorable, but as it stands, the 
new tariff bill not only repays the cam- 
paign contributions of the trust. but puts 
into the pockets of the refiners millions 
upon millions of dollars. 


Why There Is Great Mystery. 


It is impossible to say just how much. 
In this matter of figuring out the effects 
of a sugar schedule we are completely 
at the mercy of the experts. It has been 
many times asked why the tariff makers 
do not find some simpler method of mak- 
ing a sugar schedule—one that would free 
us from the necessity of studying ‘Dutch 
standard,” polmriscopic test.’ ‘“‘jaggery” 
and the many otber technical terms used. 
The reason is obvious. The sugar refiners 
prefer a schedule of complications. for 
in it cam be hidden many advantages 
which cannot be. fathomed by those not 
on the inside. It is doubtful if anybody 
outside of the trust officials themselves 
know all the intricac’es—and certainly 
nobody else is able to find ovt all there 
is in those intricacies to the great refining 
monopoly, That is why estimates as to 
what might be termed the gross effect of 
this new sugar tariff differ so widely. 

There can, however, be no question as 
to the net effect of the schedule as agreed 
upon. The story is most eloquently told 
in the actions on the exchanges. The 
great demand for Sugar stocks tells a 
story of great benefits—of unusual ben- 
efits to the refiners. House republicans 
may say they have won; senate republi- 
cans may deny the allegation and take 
to themselves the credit. The fact is, 
the trust has won hands down. Nobody 
knows s0 well the effect of a tariff as the 
men on Wall street, unless it be the trust 
officials themselves, and they, too,. are 
having a hand in the fun on the changes. 

The people? 

Oh, the people bear the expense and the 
burden of it all, as usual. 


McKinley’s Insult to Labor. 


United labor is up in arms against the 
administration, 

From all parts of the country there are 
coming protests agaimst the appointment 
of T. V. Powderly as the commissioner 
general of immigration and the act of 
the president in making the appointment 
has brought a storm about his head. 

To men who are now active in the 
ranks of organized labor there is no man 
so obnoxious as the former grand mas- 
ter workman of the Knights of Labor. 
His disreputable facility in political flop- 
ping, especially his flop of last year, when 
he came out so strongly for the candidate 
of the trusts he had always pretended to 
be fighting, disgusted even the men who 
had stuck to him when the Knights turned 
him down. 

Powderly is now receiving his pay for 
that flop. It has been conceded all the 
time that he would be paid in some way 
for that act of treason to the interests of 
the men who had given him all there was 
to his political standing—the men whose 


| support it was that gave him any strength 
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or influence. Hanma owed him an office 
and has paid the debt. 

Many protests against confirmation have 
been filed with the senate committee on 
immigration, and the indications are that 
there will be a hard fight before that com- 
mittee. Whether he will be confirmed or 
not lies with the republicams. The work- 
ing men of the country consider the ap- 
pointment as a direct slap at them, but 
Hanna is on hand to care for his man;

THE PASSING THRONG. 


A railway official talking yesterday about 
sreak theves on trains and in Pullman 
sleepers, said that if passengers would take 
the proper precautions, robbery of valua- 
bles would be impossible. 

“Some people hang up their clothes in 
their berths in easy reach of thieves. This 
is careless, Others put their money and 
jewelry urder their pillows. This is risky, 
because every thief knows that it is a com- 
mon place for hiding valuables. An expert 
thief can slip his hand under a pillow 
without awaking an ordinary sleeper. But 
I have a scheme which many people prac- 
tice and it baffles the most expert. I al- 
ways place my ..10ney and my watch in a 
stocking, tie a string around it and slip 
it under the mattress. No thief can get 
it then even if the idea occurs to him to 
look there. The search would take too long 
and would certainly wake up any sleeper. I 
never heard of any passenger losing valua- 
bles which he had hid in that manner. Not 
even train robbers would take the time to 
search the berths.” 


“Science has discovered the way to make 
genuine diamonds and in ten years or less 
large and beautiful stones wfll be on the 
market and the price. of the stones will 
be not more than one-tenth what it is 
now,” said Mr. T. Brown, a chemist, yes- 
terday. He was sitting in his office on 
North Forsyth street and had just been 
reading about the experiments which Pro- 
fessor Crookes has been making recently 
in England. Professor Crookes devised the 
famous Crookes tube by means of which 
the world has the wonderful X-ray. 

A Constitution reporter had just asked 
Mr. Brown if the diamonds produced by 
Professor Crookes are like those which na- 
ture makes. 

“Unquestionably they are,’’ Mr. Brown 
replied. ‘I have seen the experiment. The 
diamonds produced were miscropic, but 
they were just as much diamonds as those 
which come from Kimberly. The composi- 
tion of diamonds is well known. It has been 
learned that nature made them under im- 
mese pressure. This theory ts followed in 
making them artificially. It takes intense 
heat. Sugar is packed around iron and 
the mass is subjected to heat in an elec- 
tric furnace. 

The iron fuses and absorbs the sugar car- 
bon. After fifteen minutes heating, the 
molten mass is taken out of the furnace 
and plunged into water. The {ron contracts 
rapidly and there is great pressure within 
he mass. When it cools off and its broken 
open, the tiny diamonds can be seen with 
a microscope. The only problem to be solved 
now is the way to make large diamonds. 
That will be solved in time and then the 
industry of mining diamonds will be a dead 
business. There are enough dfamonds now 
in the hands of the mine owners and syn- 
dicates to run the price down to $10 a carat 
if they were all thrown on the market at 
one time. But the diamond trust only lets 
them out according to the demand.” 

“A remarkable change has taken place 
in business conditions within the past ten 
years,’’ said Mr. J. G. Oglesby yesterday. 
“This is the era of trusts and they domf- 
nate almost every branch ef business. They 
dictate the price of almost everything. Ten 
years ago, not a merchant in Atlanta would 
have submitted to the terms which are 
imposed on us now. There are so many 
combinations among the great manufactur- 
ers and powerful dealers. The merchants 
with capital invested in their business, have 
to submit -.to the conditions dictated or 
lose the right to handle the goods. The 
small manufacturer is being crowded out. 
In many lines he has been crowded out al- 
together and ruined. The independent busi- 
ness men of ten years ago have become de- 
pendent. Not only is independence killed 
but the very’ spirit of independence is 
crushed.” 

Inquiries among merchants showed that 
in sugar, tobacco, crackers and dozens of 
articles, the markets are absolutely domt- 
nated by the trusTs. In some line the money 
has to accompany the order, even from 
houses of the strongest credit. It was 
stated that*neither am individual nor a com- 
pany with $1,000,000 eash capital could go 
into the grocery business and run it inde- 
pendent of the trusts. 

By the way, it is said that the turpentine 
and rosin industry in Georgia is dwindling 
steadily. -The forests have been worked 
until the stock of virgin timber has run 
down to only a small part of what it was 
fifteen years ago. The industry is only 
about twenty-five years old in Georgia. It 
was introduced in the southern part of the 
state from North and South Carolina. The 
North Carolinians were the first to make 
naval stores in this country. They worked 
their forests for years until in time the 
output was very small. Then they moved 
south into South Carolina. They worked 
that state for a few years and after mar- 
keting the best of the spirits and rosin 
there, moved across the Savannah river In- 
to Georgia, where they found vast forests 
of pins. Twenty-five years have elapsed 
and now Georgia is giving out. Alabama, 
Mississipp! and Texas are still left, but 
the manufacurers say that the day is com- 
ing within the life time of people now alive 
when the turpentine output will practically 
stop. Science will then have to discover a 
substitute. Once what is known as the fac- 
torage or brokerage business in naval stores 
was very profitable, but it is said that there 
Is not much money in it now as a greut 
many firms are gradually drawing out of it.

He claim- 
ed. to be a conjurer and possessed of mirac- 
ulous power. The negroes say he played 
upon their superstitions. It is said that 
there are negroes in the city who subsist 
by means of the money they can get from 
others through promises to get them out 
of trouble or to secure damages for some 
accident that has occurred to them. As 
600on as the money is got they find some ex- 
cuse and finally swindle the believers out 
of the whole. A prominent member of the 
bar said yesterday in speaking on the sub- 
ject: 

“This is not carried on solely by the ne- 
groes who can influence other unsuspecting

When it comes to replenishing the sew- 
ing basket with needles, thread, scissors 
or thimble, there will be another advance 
of 10 cents on #1, and maybe more, for 
when the retailer figures in the tax, he 
usually puts’ on a little more, if competi- 
tion will permit it, and usually it does, 
Even the pins are to pay more iax, every 
paper. They have to stand a share of 
the general burden as well as the needles. 

Very few mfn know anything about crin- 
olin, corsets or hat wires, and yet the 
gentlemen who framed this tariff bill 
did not overlook them, and they raised the 
tax 5 per cent. And then they hit the 
women of the country in a tender spot 
by adding 25 to 50 cents onto the price 
of corsets. It is a good thing for the 
republican party that the women of this 
country have not yet obtained the right 
to vote. 

Cotton Goods More Expensive. 


The tax on cotton cloth has been craftily 
constructed, some one says. Cotton goods 
@re as essential to woman as a morn'‘ng 
cocktail is to a Kentuckian. Neither could 
possibly live without them. Many changes 
have been made in the old classification. 
Sometimes it is the fineness which regu- 
lates the tax and again it is the value of 
the goods.—Under the Wilson bill these 
classes of cotton goods came im under the 
general duties laid, but now the duties 
range specifically from 3% cents a square 
yard to 8 cents. The average per cent 
of duty is Won all these new classes. In 
each case the manufacturer hus an excuse 
for raising prices, and the cotton goods 
of the future used by the housewife will 
cost at least one-fourth more than in the 
past three years. 

All cotton ,plushes, velvets and velveteens 
will cost one-fourth more than under the 
Willson law. The rate has been raised from 
40 per cent to 67 per cent. Woolen plushes 
have been increased from 4) per cent to 
rates that run from 88 to 147 per cent. Silk 
plushes, velvets and chenilles fare as badly, 
the increases ranging from 15 to 30 per cent. 

Cotton hoisery will be taxed 20 per cent. 
A 2-cent pair of hose will cost 30 cents, 
and a 60-cent pair 624% cents. Silk hoisery 
pays 10 per cent more duty, the new law 
placing it at 60 per cent instead of 50. All 
cotton underwear takes 15 per cent addi- 
tional tax, or 6 per cent, In the future. 
Fiannels_ for underwear will cost half as 
much more, the average increase in the 
duty being 52 per cent. This dut¥ Aas been 
48 per cent. The Dingley bill Jumps it up to 
100 per cent. 

Silk underwear illustrates how the luxu- 
ries fare better than the necessaries. That 
is, the rich are not taxed in proportion to 
the poor by the republican party. Silk un- 
~derwear tax is increased only 10 per cent. 

The rate on wrapped tobacco will be 
$1.85 per pound, instead of $1.75. Imported

Architects and Commissioners Meet in 
Special Session. 


PLANS WILL COST $7,500 


Board Met Yesterday and Gave Atten- 
tlon To Several Matters. 


FULTON COUNTY NEEDS MORE CONVICTS 


—_—— —- 


Resolution Was Adopted by the Board 
Increasing the Hire Paid for 
Convicts to Other Counties. 


The county commissioners held an im- 
portant special session of the board yester- 
day, signing the contract with the arohi- 
tects for the designing of the new court- 
house and attending to several matters of 
more or less importance. 

The session was called to order by Chalir- 
man Forrest Adair. Commissioners Walter 
R. Brown and Jack J. Spalding were pres- 
ent and answered to the call of the roll. 
Commissioner Rosser was absent from the 
city, and Commissioner Palmer sent word 
that he wasn’t feeling well and would not 
be present. The commissioners were anx- 
fous that Mr. Palmer be present yesterday 
as he was absent at the former meeting at 
which the courthouse question was dis- 
cussed. 

Architects Grant Wilkins. W. T. Downing 
and J. H. Dinwiddie were in attendance, 
and the agreement “betwen the board and 
the architects for the drawing of the plans 
for the building was signed up and exe- 
cuted. 

At the last session of the board a resolu- 
fon was passed accepting the proposition 
of Messrs. Wilkins, Downing and Din- 
widdie. and the county attorney was in- 
structed to draw up a contract which was 
to be signed at a special meeting. Yester- 
session was especially called for 
and the contract was pre- 
sented by County Attorney Rosser. 

The plans and specifications, together 
with the supervision of the construction 
of the building will cost the county $7,500. 
This is much less than the cost would have 
been had an eastern architect been em- 
ployed, as the commissioners were fur- 
nished with one estimate by Architect Gil- 
bert which placed the figures at $12,000. 

The work will begin within the next few 
days, and wil! be hurried forward as rap- 
Tdly as possible, so that the plans can be 
accepted and the contract let. By the terms 
of the deal with the city, the present court- 
house must be turned over to the city with- 
fn eighteen months, and work cannot be 
delayed very long on the new building. 

The architects will be paid one-half of 
their fees when the contract is let for the 
new building, and the remainder will be 
paid when the building is delivered by the 
contractors and accepted by the county. 

Convicts Are in Demand. 

Before the special session adjourned yes- 
terday Commissioner Spalding, who is 
chairman of the committee on public works, 
introduced a resolution providing for an 
increase of pay to other counties for con- 
Victs. 

The resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted, is as follows: 

“Resolved, That the committee on public 
works be and is authorized to pay for the 
time of misdemeunor convicts purchased 
from other counties at the rate of $4 per 
month for first-class convicts and BR per 
month for second-class and white prisoners, 
upon their delivery to the superintendent 
of public works.” 

Commissioner Spalding stated that it was 
necessary to increase the rate on account 
of the great demand for convicts with 
which to work the roads of Fulton county. 
The pay has been in-the past $3 and $1.5v.. 
There are now more than 300 convicts at 
work on the roads in the county. 

Stone Work Causes Delay. 

The report of Supervising Architect Grant 
Wilkins upon the progress of the work at 
the new jail showed that some delay was 
being caused on account of the stone work, 
which has greatly interfered with the iron 
and steel. 

As soon as the stone can be recetved and 
placed in position, the contractors will pro- 
ceed rapidiv. It {s sald there is no doubt 
but that the prison will be YTeady to be 
delivered to the county by the end of the 
year, as per the contract with the county.

JUDGE LUMPKIN SIGNS ORDER 


Old Reorganization Committee Was 
Appointed Yesterday. 


REPORT 10 BE MADE IN A FEW DAYS 


As Scon as the Reorganization Is 
Completed Officers Will Be Elect- 
ed and Mines Operated. 


The confirmation of the sale of the prop- 
erty of the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing 
and Investment Company, which was offi- 
clally announced yesterday morning by 
Judge Lumpkin, was the first move toward 
the reorganization of the company. 

By order of the court, the property is 
placed in the possession of Captain Clifford 
L. Anderson, who made the highest bid, 
and to whom the property was knocked 
down. The report of the receiver showed 
that the sale had been made to Clifford L. 
Anderson, chairman, but the report was so 
amended so as to change the bidder to 
Clifford L. Anderson, the word chairman 
being left off when the confirmation was 
made. 

The creditors of the company, who are 
the real purchasers of the property, held a 
meeting yesterday in which they were 
represented by counsel. The result of the 
meeting, which was very brief, was that 
the committee’that has represented the 
bondholders in the past was appointed to 
take steps looking toward the reorganiza- 
tion of the company, and everything hinges 
upon the report of this committee. Just 
when the report will be made has not 
been stated, but the committee is now 
looking into the question of reorganization, 
and it will not be long before an adequate 
plan is agreed upon which will then be 
submitted to the creditors for their ratifi- 
cation. 

“I am chairman of the reorganization 
committee,”’ said Captain Anderson yes‘er- 
day. “It is the same committee that has 
represented the bondholders in the past, 
and we have been selected to arrange the 
reorganization and get up all necessary in- 
formation in regard to the company, its 
assets and other useful information. Our 
committee is now at work and will have 
a plan ready to be submitted to the cred- 
itors in a few days.” 

It is quite likely that the name of one of 
the underlying companies, which have been 
subordinate to the Georgia Mining, Manu- 
‘fecturing and Investment Company, will 
be used for the name of the new company 
that is te be reorganized from the chaos 
of the old company. 

In the event the income of the ,froperty 
is sufficient, the mines will be operated, 
ard the business w.lil be conducted on a 
cash and paying basis. It is almost cer- 
tain that the Bertow mines will be cper- 
ated, as it is thought the operation of this 
piant will require but a small expenditure 
of money, as the mines are in fair condi- 
tion, and the tools and machinery need Dut 
little repalir. 

As soon as the reorganization committee 
dec'ces upen the plan of reorganization, a 
repcrt will be made to the creditors, and 
then active steps will be taken.

AUBURN PAVING BLD UP! NO MORE BLEUGOATS 


Nct Money Enough in the Paving Fund 
Last Monday. 


ORDINANCE PASSED ILLEGALLY 


Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock Rules That 
the Ordinance Is Invalid Until 
Fund Is Increased $500.

Final action on the ordinance to pave 
Auburn avenue was postponed yesterday 
by a ruling of Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock, 
in the aldermanic board. The ordinance 
was declared to be illegal as it passed the 
council Monday, and the latter body will 
now have to adopt another ordinance au- 
thorizing the paving of the street from 
Butler street to Hilliard. 

The point was made that when the coun- 
cil passed the ordinance there were not 
sufficient funds tn the city treasury to meet 
the obligation which would be incurred by 
the passage of the ordinance. The perma- 
nent paving fund has recently been reduc- 
ed and it lacks $500 of being enough to meet 
the expense of paving Auburn avenue, 

To meet this emergency the eouncil 
adopted a resolution last Monday frefer- 
ring $00 from the street ordinary to the 
permanent paving fund, and after the 
adoption of this resolution the council then 
adopted the ordinance for paving. Mavor 
Pro Tem. Dimmock ,made the point that 
as the resolution making the transfer had 
not become a law by concurrence by the 
aldermanic «board and approval by the 
mayor there was not sufficient money In 
the permanent paving fund to meet the 
appropriation carried by the ordinance and 
that under the charter law the council could 
not legally pass the ordinance. 

At.its meeting yesterday the board con- 
curred in the resolution making the trans- 
fer, and if signed by the mayor the perma- 
nent fund will be large enough to 
meet of paving Auburn ave- 
nue. The ordinance directing the paving 
returned to the council and 
another ordinance will have to be passed 
and then sent to the aldermanic board for 
,concurrence. This delays the final action 
on the question until after the lirst Thurs- 
day in August.
